This clearly demonstrates that 
the farmer who seeds with untested 
grain will only secure fifty per cent | 
ofa crop, a loss that any average | 
farmer, can not withstand. 

All farmers in the district, will, 
find it worthwhile to have their seed 
grain tested before using. A pre- 
cautionary measure of this descrip- 


tion may mean the difference be- 
tween a bumper yield and a poor 
crop.
